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City hall reports 


John Baumann who promised to give the 
city a price. 

Should the city choose to get cinders from 
Baumann. Judge told the Mirrotl that the 
city would start hauling the cinders to the 
city hall storage area. 

This is not the first time that the city 
received no bids on cinders. 

Two years ago the city received none, 
forcing the city to seek out the material 
which helps provide traction on snow- 
covered streets. 

This year. Judge feels, the city did not get 
the bids because the city requested that 
bidders forward samples of the materials 
they would supply since the term cinders 
has grown to include many materials. 

Judge reported that he received one sam¬ 
ple a brushed stone material which had 
caused problems for the city three years ago. 

When it got wet, he added, it turned to a 
concrete-type substance which blocked 
drains and catch basins. The material al$o 
had to shoveled out of curbs before the city’s 
street sweepers could clean curblines in the 
spring. 

Redoing Canaan Street 

Come spring time a main East Side tho¬ 
roughfare will receive a Pennsylvania 
Department of Transportation (PennDOT) 
facelifting. 

At that time PennDOT will clean existing 
surface drains and repair damage drains 
along the length of Canaan Street which 
carries Route 6 traffic out of the city toward 
Wayne County. 

The only time the streej should be dug up. 
managing director Martin P. Judge told the 
Mirror, is when PennDOT encounters a 
blocked drain. 

PennDOT will also scarify the street 
, surface. 

That is. Judge explained, removing the 
existing material on the street and putting 
down new pave. 

That process. Judge said, should mean 
that residents along the street will gain some 
curbline since PennDOT will probably 
remove about four inches of road surface 
and lay down about new inches of new 
pavement. 

Over the years Canaan Street has been 
repaved over existing layers of pavement. 

This has created, as with many city streets, 
a rising street surface without curbs rising to 
prevent water from flowing undo properties.

Reserve police ask 

The city’s reserve police officers, who fill 
in shifts and provide extra manpower for the 
city’s 14-man police department, have 
requested four items for their betterment. 

The officers asked for: 

• A clothing allowance equal to three uni¬ 
forms a year. 

• T he replacement of equipment dam¬ 
aged while on duty. 

• Hourly wages equal to a starting patrol¬ 
man's after probation. 

• Protection from false arrest charges.

Martin P. Judge, city 
managing director said that the latter 
request is already covered under the city’s 
insurance policy. 

As for the three remaining requests. Judge 
noted that these will be discussed in the prep¬ 
aration of the 1982 city budget.

Judge said, was just 
increased last year from the minimum wage 
which the officers were earning.
